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LONDON, Nov. 22.—Tre engagement 
is officially announced of Princess Mary, 
only daughter of the King and Queen, 
to Viscount Lascelles, son of the Earl of 
Harewood. 

The terms of the official announcement 
were: 

“It is with the greatest pleasure that 
the King and Queen announce the be- 
; trothal of their beloved dauglter, Prin- 
cess Mary, to Viscount Lascelles, D. S. 
O., eldest son of the Earl of Harewood. 
At a council held at Buckingham Palace 
this evening his Majesty was pleased to 
declare his consent to the marriage.’’ 

The Viscount is known as a good 
sportsman. His father owns a string of 
race horses which he runs on good old- 
fashioned lines. Lascelles rides well to 
the hounds and is a joint master of the 
Brampton Moor pack, one of the best- 
known packs of foxhounds in York- 
shire. 

Princess Mary follcwed the hounds at 
Brampton Moor last season and has 
| been cub hunting there this Winter. 
: She is a good horsewoman, quite as 
| good for her sex as the Prince of Wales 
is for his, and much better than her 
yeunger brothers, and Viscount Las- 
celles doubtless had the privilege of 
Piloting her. ; 

In his salad days, Lascelles once got 
‘into trouble with the London police. He 
and a friend were one night held up by 
a London policeman for kicking their 
top hats along Burlington Street off 
Picadilly. . In. the police court the next 
morning Lascelles argued with the 
Magistrate that it: was his own hat he 
had been kicking and he did not see why 
any policeman or any number of police- 
men should interfere if he liked to make 
a football of his own hat. The callous 
stipendiary read him a lesson and fined 
him in the bargain. 

It is believed the engagement will 
prove very popular. It has been rumored 
for some little time past in Yorkshire, 
where the local comment has been along 
lines made familiar by the old story 
which went the rounds when Princess 
Louise married the Marquis of Lorne. 
The Lascelles are a great family in the 
eyes of Yorkshiremen, quite as great 
as the Argyll family in the sight of 
Scotsmen. The story goes that when 
one old Scotch woman was told that 
| Marquis of Lorne, scion of the Ducal 
family of Argyll, which represented all 
thet was mighty tn her eyes, had mar- 
ried the Princess Louise, member of the 
English royal house, she said: ‘‘ Ach, 
but it’s a great day the noo for those 
English folk.’

13 KILLED, 50 HURT 
IN BELFAST RIOTING 


Bombers Throw Missiles Into 
Crowds of Work People— 
Gunmen Busy All Day. 


CROWDED CAR IS BLOWN UP 


Troops and Police Rushed to 
Battle Areas, Which Include 
One Colony of Sinn Feiners. 


LONDON, Nov. 22 (Associated Press). 
—Thirteen were killed and more than 
fifty seriously wounded in the Belfast 
riots yesterday and today, with scores 
suffering from minor injuries. 

These were the reported casualties up 
to midnight tonight, following a day of 
fierce turmoil and excitement which re- 
sembled that of civil war. 
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BELFAST, Nov. 22.—Heavy casualties 
were inflicted by bombers and gunmen 
in fresh riots at Belfast today. After a 
dey of intermittent firing, parties of 
grenade throwers attacked crowds of 
people returning from work. A bomb 
was thrown into a crowded tramcar in 
Corporation Street and exploded. The 
side of the vehicle was blown out, and 
three men were killed and sixteen others 
wounded, : 

Anothe> bomb was thrown at a large 
crowd of Unionists as they left work in 
Clark’s factory {n Newtownards Road 
and were watching a fire in the neigh- 
borhood. Twelve persons are reported to 
have been killed by this explosion. An- 
other version says twelve persons were 
wounded. : 

Earlier in the day at least six persons 
were killed and three, including a wo- 
man and a policeman, were wounded. 


BELFAST, Nov. 22 (Associated Press). 
—Two bombs were exploded in a tram- 
ear full of shipyard workers here this 
afternoon, killing three of the occupants 
and injuring eighteen others. 

The attack on the tramcar took place 
in Corporation Street. The shipyard em- 
ployes in the car were returning home 
from their day’s work.. With the ces- 
sation of work at the big shipyards and 
warehouses at 5:30 o’clock this afternoon 
firing became fierce in the Ballyma- 
earret district, which contains a Sinn 
Fein colony. Lorry loads of police and 
soldiers were rushed to the scene to 
protect the workers, whose movements 
they blanketed. They were successful in 
their manoeuvres until the tramcar was 
bombed. 

The bombs were thrown from among 
a crowd of m2n. The car was packed, 
even the steps being loaded with passen- 
gers. The force of the explosion blew 
out a portion of the side of the car. 

A scene of indescribable confusion fol- 
lowed. The men who threw the missile 
fled, and the uninjured woftkmen on the 
car ran away, panic-stricken, without 
waiting to help their wounded comrades, 
whose cries were audible from inside the 
car. 

Finally, when the confusion had 
ceased somewhat, the injured and dead 
were taken from the débris and laid on 
the footpath alongside the tramway 
line. There the injured were cared for 
by ambulance surgeons who hastened to 
the scene, while large bodies of police 
cordoned the vicinity. 

There was snooting in the course of 
the day near the Labor Exchange, where 
one of the clerks was killed outright and 
another man was so badly wounded that 
he died later. The remainder of the 
staff of the Exchange fled in panic. 

This afternoon a constable was shot in 
the eye in North Queen Street. 

Late tonight two men entered a house 
in Pottinger Street, in the east end of 
Belfast, and shot and killed a house- 
holder named Malone. 

A feature of the trouble tonight was 
attacks upon public houses. A party 
of men entered Dugnan’s public house in 
York Street and fired at Dugnan’s 
assistant but missed him. In Duncairn 
Gardens a spirit dealer named Conolly 
was shot in the stomach, and another 


public house keeper in York Road) was 


shot in the neck. The wounds of both 
men are serious. : 

In the course of the shooting in the 
early hours of the morning a’ bullet 
pierced a gas pipe in a house in Thomp- 


gon Street, the escaping gas causing the 
death of three pérsons, James Marcon- 
dey, his wife and his niece, who were 
overcome while asleep. 

While the special constabulary is under 
the control of the Northern Parliament, 
the regular police force is still under the 
former régime, its future status not hav- 
ing yet been determined.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—In spite of 
what may seem to be serious difficulties, 
confidence is general in conference 
circles that an agreement on reduction 
and limitation of naval armaments will 
be reached along the line of the Amerti- 
can formula presented to the confer- 
ence at its first session by Secretary 
Hugtes. A meeting of the Conference 
Committee of the Whole on Armament 
Limitation, composed of the delegates 
of the five major powers, will be held 
tomorrow, and it is intimated this even- 
ing that important results may come 
from it. 

In the private conversations which are 
taking place between Secretary Hughes, 





“Mr. Balfour and Baron Kato over the 


naval limitation problem, discussion has 
centred mainly upon presentations of 
facts. Yesterday the heads of the 
American, Britain and Japanese dele- 
gations were supported by their prin- 
cipal. naval experts, who had at hand 
elaborate tabulatéd statements and sets 
of figures to show that this or that 
item of the formula was or was not 
based on misconception. The Japanese 
contention is that in the future navies 
decreed by the formula Japan should 
have 70 per cent. of the strength 
allotted to Great Britain or the United 
States in capital ships. To support this 
the Japanese naval experts were pre- 
pared with an ample supply of decu- 
mentary ammunition. 


Say Mutseu Has Steamed 3,000 Miles. 


Japan's claim that she is discriminat- 
ed against in the American 5-5-3 rela- 
tivity plan is based mainly on the for- 
mula’s classification of the Japanese 
Mutsu as a vessel launched but not in 
commission. After a vessel has been 
launched it takes a considerable time 
to fit her for active service. The Mutsu 
is down in the formula to be scrapped. 
The new American dreadnought Mary- 
land is retained in active service by 
the formula rules. <A vessel merely 
launched does not get the credit for 
naval strength that a commissioned 
warship obtains in the formula and the 
Japanese contend that their present na- 
val strength, upon which the proposed 
future Japanese fleet was based pro- 
portionately to the American and Brit- 
ish fleets, has been reduced in the for- 
mula through classifying the Mutsu as 
a launched or unfinished capital ship. 

But the Mutsu, the Japanese are in- 
sisting through their experts, has been 
in commission since Oct. 20, and has 
steamed 3,000 miles. The Maryland, 
they claim, has not steamed that far. 
Therefore, they ask, why scrap the 
Mutsu and not scrap the Maryland? 
And by the same token ‘why classify 
the Mutsu as less effective than the 
Maryland when the Mutsu has done 
more active service than the American 
dreadnought? 

The Japanese case indicated that it 
the United States delegation agreed to 
scrap the Maryland Japan would con- 
gent to scrap the Mutsu, as this 
would bring the parity of naval strength 
between the United States and Japan 
nearer to 10-7, which Japan claims is 
the proper and just proportion. The 
proportion of 10-10-7, however, would 
not continue with reference to the Brit- 
ish fleet if the Maryland were scrapped, 
and it is pointed out that it will be nec- 
essary to ask Great Britain to scrap 
another or other capital ships if it 
should be agreed to scrap both the 
Mutsu and the Maryland.

Official Statement Disputes 
French Premier’s Speech to 
the Arms Conference. 


PRESS CRIES “FALSEHOOD” 


Attacks French Stand on Army 
as Dictated by Militarism— 
Sympathy for Japan. 


BERLIN, Nov. 22 (Associated Press). 
—In a statement to The Associated 
Press today, the German Government 
officially takes issue with the charges 
of Premier Briand of France in his ad- 
dress before the Washington conference 
yesterday that the German police forces 
and the Reichswehr constituted a nucleus 
tor a future German army. 

It declares M. Briand’s assertion that 
the Reichswehr is composed exclusively 
of officers and noncommissioned officers 
of the old army is incorrect, and that 
on the contrary, the bulk of the Reichs- 
wehr is made up of youths between the 
ages of 19 to 21, recruited since the war. 

The statement then says that the 
* protection police ” (schutzpolizei) 
were created at the bidding of the En- 
tente and adds: 

‘““The Reichswehr is wholly unaffili- 
ated with the Schutzpolizei, which took 
the place of the security police when 
the Entente ordered the latter’s disso- 
lution. The Schutzpolizei is primarily 
an agency to maintain law and order, 
and is not subject to the authority of 
the Ministry of Defense. It takes 
orders solely from the civilian minis- 
tries of the Federated States. Its 
rumerical strength and its composition 
with reference te the ratio of officers 
and men are designated and supervised 
by the Entente Control Commission. 
The number of rifles and small arms 
it is permitted to have is carefully 
specified. It does not possess heavy- 
calibred arms suitable to convert into 
a unit of fighting troops. The Ein- 
wohnerwehr, or civilian guards, re- 
ferred to by M. Briand, have beén dis- 
solved, and their arms have been sur- 
rendered and destroyed.”’ 

The statement disputes M. Briand’s 
assertion that Germany still possessed 
numerous arsenals equipped to turn out 
war materials, and asserts that these 
plants are now limited to two or three 
required to keep the German army sup- 
plied and that their output is carefully 
supervised by the Entente Control Com- 
mission. 

The government's statement refers the 
French Premier to the recent address 
from the Throne in which King George 
of England declared that satisfactory 
progress had been made by Germany in 
the: execution of her financial and dis- 
armament obligations.

Issue Over Territorial Extent of 
Nation Is Clarified by 
Japan’s Spokesman. 


OTHER POWERS’ VIEW SAME 


Kato Declares Extensive Data 
Will Be Offered to Explain 
‘the Japanese Attitude.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Clarification 
of the status of Manchuria, which fig- 
ures prominéntly in all discussions of 
the ‘‘ territorial integrity” of China, 
came tonight in a statement by Admiral 
Baron Kato that Japan regarded Man- 
churia as a part of China. This is the 
point of view of the American and 
other Governments represented in the 
conference, but uncertainty as to the at- 
titude of Japan existed until Baron 
Kato’s statement tonight. 
The head of the Japanese delegation 
was asked the question: , 


‘*Does Japan regard Manchuria as | 


being a part of China?’’ 

‘“*Yes,”” Baron Kato replied without 
hesitation, ‘Japan considers Man- 
churia as being a part of China.”’ 

Baron Kato went no further in his 
statement of Japan's definition of 
China, but the declaration that the Tokio 
Government does regard Manchuria as 
being a part of China is expected to 
greatly ease the situation. 


Formula Was Not Definite. 


The formula embraced in the Root 
resolution, as adopted yesterday, pledges 
eight nations to respect the sovereignty, 
independence, territorial and adminis- 
trative integrity of China, but no deline- 
ation of China’s territory, many parts 
of which are in dispute, was set forth. 
Japan’s representative in yesterday’s 
committee session subscribed to the 
principles set forth in the Root formula, 
but it was not definitely known until 
tonight whether her delegates considered 
them appligable to Manchuria as being 
@ part of China. 

Japan occupies leased territory in the 
lower tip of the Manchurian peninsula 
and also a leased strip along the South 
Manchurian railway. 

Japan is prepared,. Baron Kato de- 
clared tonight, to discuss the question 
of Manchuria as affecting Japanese 
rights and interests whenever that ques- 
tion is_ brought forward in the confer- 
ence and has prepared a great deal of 
detailed material dealing with that as- 
pect of the Chinese. situation. 

While Baron Kato refrained from 
further discussion of Japan’s attitude, 
it is understood to be the program of the 
Japanese delegation to have their atti- 
tude regarding Manchuria harmonize 
with the general principles laid down 
in the Root formula. 


To Disclaim Political Aims. 


Japan, ft is understood, will disclaim

After the great presentation of the case 
of France yesterday by Premier Briand 
and the bubbling over of expressions of the 
fellowship of nations, which looked so 
brilliant, the more sordid side of the 
conference showed itself today as the 
diplomats figured on how much the pro- 
motion of the good of humanity and 
welfare of nations would cost. their 
countries. 

The official record of the progress of 
the day was contained in a communiqué, 
which said that the Far Eastern Com- 
mittee appointed a subcofnmittee to 
consider the question of the revenues of 
the Chinese Government as related to 
foreign influence. 

That was fair enough, but it leaked 
out that Japan’s offer to leave Shan- 
tung, provided her hold on the Shan- 
tung railroad should be retained, has 
aroused the opposition of China, an 
also that the powers, if they leased 
ports and territory, might demand pay- 


ment for the improvements they had 
made there. 


Italy Also Wants More Warships. 


Publication today of the statement that 
France wished as many submarines as 
would be allotted to the United States 
and Great Britain, and a capital ship 
tonnage equal to that allotted Japan, 
brought an intimation in Italian circles 
that naturally Italy would want permis- 
sion to build as large a fleet as any- 
one else on the Mediterranean. All of 
this adds to the complexity of the situa- 
tion. 

In the meanwhile Japan has not yet 
agreed to the five-five-three proportion 
for the navies of England, America and 
Japan,-and America and England have 
not agreed to the five-five-three and a 
half demand of Japan. The British ex 
perts have stated that in their opinion 
the Hughes plan for replacement will 
work in a rather weird fashion, in that 
one year England’s fleet may benefit 
and another year America’s fleet may 
benefit. The attitude of the Americans 
toward this objection is that such a 
variation is fair enough. 

The Committee on Land Armaments 
will meet tomorrow to decide on a 
method of procedure with respect to the 
limitation of armies. Inasmuch as the 
nations represented at the conference 
have one-third of the men now under 
arms, the procedure is most likely to

The knowledge that she would ask for 
as many submarines as the Hughes plan 
allotted to Great Britain and America 
naturally was not the sort of news to be 
published by the side of Briand's proc- 
lamation of France’s devotior. to the 
cause of peace. 

The Italians were in accord with the 
French last week in holding that the 
French and Italian fleets were so small 
that there was no need of the confer- 
ence considering them.

| FINANCIAL CRISIS 
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Representative cf Peking Here 
| Blames Withdrawal of Cus- 
toms Deposits From Banks.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Lenox 
| Simpson, who is here representing the 
President of China, stated today that 
|China was approaching a crisis in her 
affairs as the result of the withdrawal 
of customs’ déposits from Chinese banks. 
His statement; he said, was based on 
;cable messages recelved from China in 
the last twelve hours. 

“Cables from Peking and Shanghai 
}make it quite clear that rumors. and 
false stories. which are being printed in 
|China as emanating from Washington, 
foretelling the establishment .of foreign 
control over China, have so badly shaken 
public confidence that something in the 
nature of a moral panic has affected the 
great cities of China and the trading 
ports, ’’’ said Mr. Simpson. 

The British Inspector General of Cus- 
toms, according to the cablegrams, said 
Mr. Simpson, during the run on the 
Chinese banks, gave orders to all Com- 
missioners of Customs, forbidding the 
acceptance of bank notes of the Bank of 
China and the Bank of Communications, 
the two Government banks, for the pay- 
ment of custom duties and this deepiy 
damaged the credit of these banks in 
the market and undermined the author- 
ity of the Chinese Government. This re- 
sulted in the withdrawal of all customs 
deposits in these two banks and the 


transferring of the balances to foreign 
banks. 


“It is thus clear that the sensation 
caused early this month by the so-called 


| Chinese default on two American loans 
is only a part of a long and complicated 
story, the essential part being that every 
influence and every species of pressure 
has so far failed to weaken China’s 
absolute refusal to place her financial 
destinies in the hands of the consortium,” 
added Mr. Simpson. 

“Another circumstance which has 
provoked dismay has been the oppor- 
tunity which the filing of the ten prin- 
ciples by the Chinese delegates here, has 
given to many enemy critics who are 
circulating extraordinary reports re- 
garding the influences brought to bear 
in this matter, although the plain truth 
is that China acted in the sense plainly 
indicated by the official agenda of the 
conference. Moreover, the fact that the 
South China. group is spending large 
sums on propaganda, has tended to still 
further confuse the whole situation. 

‘“One of the most urgent problems, 
therefore, which the Chinese delegation 
is certainly going to attend to, is the 
present position of forelgn control and 
the impossibility of carrying on any gov- 
ernment at all when the most essential 
function of government as custodian of 
public monies is distorted in the way it 
is at present in China and almost all] 
Government receipts are banked with 
foreign corporations. This will open up 
a new and most bitter fight between 
contending financial interests. 

“At the conference, a_ solution of 
these questions will soon become emin- 
ent as customs autonomy, with all its 
implications has already been discussed 
in a preliminary way and will come 
within the next week to its crucial stage.

The necessary machinery for examina- 
tion of the facts regarding the financial 
status of China was set in motion with 
a view to an early report and a prompt 
and clear-cut decision in the matter. 
The first aspect of Chinese revenues to 
be dealt with will be that of the Chinese 
customs system, since it is generally 
recognized among leaders in the con- 
ference that China is not now deriving 
sufficient revenue from import duties on 
goods imported into that country. Treaty 
provisions limit the amount of Chinese 
customs, collection and a relaxation of 
these limitations upon the administra- 
tive autonomy of China is deemed not 
only necessary, but vital, if China is to 
be permitted by the powers to obtain 
proper revenue from her customs tariff. 

An Opportunity for China. 

As all nine of the powers taking part 
in the discussion of Pacific and Far 
Eastern questions will have representa- 
tion on the subcommittee set up on 
motion of Senator Underwood, China 
will be accorded full opportunity to 
present her side of the case and to 
share in the conclusions to be reached. 
This is considered important by the 
representatives of the other powers, who

of revenue can be reached mutually 
satisfactory to both China and the 
powers having relations with her and 
which .are responsible for the restric- 
tions now placed on China’s liberty of 
action in dealing with her customs and 
other revenue sources.

That formula laid 
down the general and basic principles 
under which it is proposed to give re- 
spect to the sovereignty, the independ- 
ence and the territorial and administra- 
tive integrity of China and provide her 
with the fullest and most unembar- 
rassed opportunity to develop and main- 
tain for herself an effective and stable 
Government. 


It is recognized that China cannot 


well maintain an effective and _ stable | 


Government if she is deprived of ade- 
quate sources of revenue, and that so 
long as there are foreign limitations on 
the administrative control by China of 
her own customs and other revenues, 
China will be financially helpless unless 
some international agreement is reached 
for a relaxation of these limitations on 
revenue such as would take into account 
not only the legitimate rights and in- 
terests ‘of foreign nations, but also those 
of the Chinese nation. Having these 
aspects of the Chinese revenue situation 
in mind, the statesmen in the conference

China’s consent to the transfers and 
assignments made by Russia to Japan 
by the Treaty of Portsmouth was ob- 
tained in a treaty between Japan and 
China signed at Peking in December, 
1905. China’s own position in Man- 
churia was not greatly altered by th 
doeuments.

London Paper Says Eight Powers

BY OUR SYMPATHY 


Deep. Satisfaction Felt at the 
Reception Given to Premier 
Briand’s Explanations.

‘ington conference yesterday and by the 

American press and people has caused 
‘the deepest satisfaction here that France 
has had for many a day. 

In the first place it has shown that 
France is to be allowed to judge for 
herself when and to what extent she 
may disarm and will not become in- 
volved in any international agreement 
as to limitation which would not take 
sufficient account of the special cir- 
cumstances in which the country stands 
with regard to her neighbor. 

In the second place the speeches of 
Secretary Hughes and Mr. Balfour as 
expressing American and English senti- 
ments are interpreted to mean that 
France will not have to stand alone 
if the time of trial ever comes again 
and that the moral alliance remains 
firmer than ever. Mr. Balfour’s speech 
especially is regarded with favor, for 
the relations between Great Britain and 
France in these last few months had 
led many Frenchmen to believe that all 
the old Entente feeling had died beyond 
the Channel. 

“~The Temps says of it: ‘‘ His words 
prove once more that with a statesman 
like him there could be no more Franco- 
English questions which could not be 
settled to the advantage of both coun- 
tries and all civilization.’’ The deduc- 
tion is, of course, that it is a pity he is 
not in the place of Mr. LloydGeorge. 

Auguste Gauvain, wpo in the Journal 
des Bébats consistently opposed M. 
Briand’s going to Washington, admits 
that he appears to have produced the 
desired effect on American opinion by 
checking false ideas of French impertal- 
ism and at the same time proclaiming 
frankly France’s necessity. But he has 
a word of advice which is no less frank: 

‘‘ However comforting these discourses 
may be the French Government should 
not lose sight of the fact that if France 
is to keep the confidence and friend- 
ship of the United States she must have 
a sound internal policy. Americans do 
not understand our financial muddles, 


our wastefulness and the lack of con-/ 


scientiousness_ of certain classes of our 
taxpayers. We are their debtors and it 
is for us to give proof of our good in- 
tentions. It depends now on M. Briand, 
on his return to Paris, to confirm the 
effect of his speech of yesterday by 
taking in hand energetically the re- 
form of our finances.’’ 

It is only among the more violently 
Nationalist writers that one finds any 
criticism either of M. Briand'’s words or 
their effect, and that criticism is more 
than anything of the Premier's general 
policy. 

Jacques Bainville, for instance, in La 
Liberté, brushing aside Mr. Balfour's 
speech as mere quibbling with phrases, 
still complains that France is no further 
forward than she was, that the situa- 
tion left by the treaty of Versailles is 
still the same and the Allies guarantee 
nothing but the status quo, with France 
paying all the costs and paralyzed by 
he effort. 

This kind of comment is exceptional 
and confined to the reactionary section 
of the press. On the other side there 
is strong defense, as by the Intransi- 
geant, of M. Briand and the policy which 
he has followed. ‘‘ M. Briand,’ says 
the Intransigeant, ‘‘ can take the boat 
back to France and bring the whole 
mission with him. He has completed 
tis task. France has been defended and 
listened to. She could never have ex- 
pected anything more from the Washing- 
ton conference.” 

But in spite of the success of the 
Premier there is reason for the. belief 
that his return will- not be so triumphal 
as was his appearance before the’ con- 
ference’ yesterday. During his absence 
ecabals and combinations have been 
forming in the Chamber which will not 
be slow to try to profit from the fact 
that he is bringing nothing definite back 
with him. They will retort to his -state- 
ment, as they have retorted before, 
‘words and phrases and nothing prac- 
tical,’’ and they will make an issue out 
of the financial situation or anything 
else that is handy. 

His friends have at the same time 
been busy, but the issue between them 
and the Nationalist group which Tardieu 
and Georges Mandel are trying to lead, 
has widened rather than otherwise dur- 
ing the Premier’s absence, and it will 
need all his skill in handling men to 
bridge the gap between them and win 
enough votes from both sides to make 
his majority. % 

More and more during his absence 
there has been talk of the possibility « 
dissolution and a new election to settle 
what is to be the policy of the country— 
whether it is to be definitely pacifist 
while watchful, or watchful as militar- 
ists consider watchfulness. 

Just before M. Briand left there were 
frequent cries for dissolution during the 
debates when it appeared that the Na- 
tionalists were trying to fdrce their 
viewpoint on the Government, and 
among the Premier’s friends there is 
growing certainty that they would win 
at the elections and be able to reconsti- 
tute what used to be known as the Left 
block—an alliance of the liberal groups 
~—which governed France from 1902 till 
the last election.

Several days ago M. Casenave, Minis-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Baron Nai- 
hu Kanda of the Japanese delegation 
at the Washington conference asserted 
today: that the apparent hitch in the 
main object of the conference, caused 
by the reservations entered by Baron 
Kato on the ratio of relative arma- 
ments, need cause no anxiety and that 
the final solution was a matter for the 
technical experts and the statesmanship 
of ‘the leaders in the conference. 

‘* Better to make a clean breast of it 
at the outset than half-hearted co-opera~ 
tion afterward,’’ he added. 

Baron Kanda denied that Japan had 
an eye on the Philippines or that Japan 
claimed any special rights in China ex- 
cept those naturally given to Japan by 
geographical propinquity. Japan want- 
ed a prosperous and stable China, and 
had no intention of retaining perma- 
nently the leased rights in the leased 
territory of Kiao-Chau, which Japan 
seized from Germany during the war. 
‘On the contrary, he said, Japan had re- 
peatedly offered to turn them back to 
China on condition that the lease terri- 
tory be made a free port and that the 
section of the former German-owned 
railway be made a joint Chino-Japanese 
project, financed by the international 
consortium.

LONDON, Nov. 22.—Mr. Balfour’s 
speech yesterday, the ful text of which 
reached London today, has been read 
with the fullest approval here. It is 
regarded as a tactful, considerate and 
even sympathetic study of the point ef 
view set forth on behalf of France by 
Premier Briand, but at the same time 
as clearly. indicating the essential dif- 
ferences between the British and French 
outlook upon the European situation. 

Great Britain is far from seeing eye 
to eye with her neighbor and ally in re- 
gard to the general tendency of Con- 
tinental policies. The picture of Bol- 
shevist armies over-running Western 
Europe which M. Briand sketched be- 
fore the Washington conference has long 
since become a mere bogey in British 
eyes. 

There was a time when a section of 
the London press,-drawing its chief in- 
spiration from Paris, but receiving some 
support, at least, in British Administra- 
tive circles, painted lurid canvasses of 
Soviet hordes sweeping through Poland, 
joining up with anarchistic but always 
militaristic Germany and shattering the 
whole etructure of Western European 
civilization and establishing in its stead 
a species of internationalism in which 
a hybrid Napoleon, composite of Lenin 
and Ludendorff, would be supreme. 

Much has happened since then, es- 
pecially in Germany, and London opin- 
ionion is frankly surprisd that the 
French Premiér- took this particular 
line, although it is surmised here that 
his picture of the Bolshevist menace 
was thrown onto the screen with a 
view to enlisting the sympathy of his 
American audience. 

London, rightly or wrongly, believes 
she has moved ahead while Paris has 
stood still, that Lloyd George and his 
colleagues are takirfg a long view while 
Briand and his associates are taking 
short views.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—This morn- 
ing several papers allege that France 
will demand equality. with Japan in bat- 
tleship tonnage and equality with Eng- 
land in submarines, with no limitations 
on their size, and that the ten-year naval 
holiday shali not apply to France. Com- 
ment must be reserved until these pro- 
posals are officially announced. It need 
only be remarked that Mr. Hughes’s pro- 
posal of Nov. 12 stated that regard for 
the existing strength of the navies of 
the great powers formed the basis for 
the projected agreement limiting naval 
armaments and that the alleged French 
claim is inconsistent with the general 
principles already accepted by France. 

The report is most untimely on the 
morrow of the assurances by all of 
France’s friends that she would never be 
morally isolated when defending liberty 
in a just cause. It will give a weapon 
to the German militarists, who would 
otherwise have been stunned by the 
happy-unanimity of yesterday, and its 
practical effect will be to place the Brit- 
ish and French navies in totally dif- 
ferent relative positions. It will also en- 
tail for Italy a corresponding effort, 
which all of Schanzer’s speeches show 
her most anxious to avoid. 

It must not be taken for granted that 
the question of land armaments was 
decently interred by the plenary session 
yesterday. It has geen referred back to 
the commission dealing with the subject. 
The result of the examination may either 
by é@mbodied in a final agreement or 
take the form of a common resolution 
leading up to future action. 

It is impossible to separate armies 
and navies in estimating the armed 
strength of any country, and any ad- 
mission of fresh claims invalidating the 
basic principles of Mr. Hughes must 
cause other powers to review the whole 
situation. The failure to embody the 
ratio of the French and Italian navies 
in the original memorandum of Mr. 
Hughes now emerges as an unfortunate 
circumstance, 

Fortunately all the powers represented 
here agreed yesterday on the four items 
of the resolution drafted by e-Senator 
Root respecting China. They represent 
a complete accord of principle as to the 


Far East and point to a common policy 
with common objectrves. They will form 
a starting point pending discussions of 
numerous complicated questions before 
the conference. 

Naturally everything depends upon the 
manner in which they are applied to 
concrete cases, but it seems clear from 
Article 2 that the powers do not propose 
to undertake the reconstruction of China 
on their own initiative and at present 
are uncertain whether. China is capable 
of reconstructing herself. It also seems 
that Article 4 tends to invalidate in its 
future application the Lansing-Ishii 
agreement, and renders obsolete the last 
paragraph in the preamble to the Anglo-

The practical working out of this 
eardinal principle of British policy will 
naturally depend upon conditions and 
circumstances and itis not supposed 
here that bells are already being cast 
to ring in the Millennium. But it is held 
strongly by Great Britain, and particu- 
larly its Prime Minister, that a policy 
of give and take does hold out chances 
of eventual success, whereas a policy de- 
signed, or at least destined, to rub the 
iron into the soul of nations with hun- 
dreds of millions of population is certain 
to result in appalling failuré. 

With France, under existing circum- 
stances, there ,is every sympathy in 
Great Britain, and if the life of the 
nation were a question of one or two 
generations there would be heard few 
criticisms of French policy. Sympathy 
with M. Briand’s views is tempered not 
merely by fears for the future of his 


country, but with regrets that his state- 
ment of France's position makes reduc- 
tien of land armaments impossible. 

It is not too much to say that in the 
British view held at the time of the in- 
ception of the Washington conference 
it would have been preferable to limit 
discussions as far as might be to ques 
tions of the Pacific and naval disarma- 
ment.

Northcliffe Papers Demand That It

Opening of Debate on the Proceed- 
ings, Unless More Progress 
Is Made, Is Hinted.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The dec- 
laration that Premier Briand and the 
other members of his delegation to the 
arms conference would demand a radical 
departure from the naval limitation pro- 
gram proposed by Secretary Hughes, 
had a bad effect today on those Sena- 
tors who have sympathy for the French 
viewpoint as to land forces, 

Some of the members of the Foreign 
Relations Committee and participants in 
the League of Nations fight said im- 
mediately that France was throwing a 
monkey-wrench into the machinery. If 
the plan attributed to France did her 
no good with those Senators who have 
stood by her up to this time, it cer- 
tainly harmed her with those who have 
charged that she is actuated by mili- 
taristic ambition. 

Two of these, who rerused to have their 
names used, but who have been out- 
standing figures in the debates on inter- 
national questions, made no bones of the 
fact that they were offended. They 
said they were convinced that. the 
promised demand for more naval 
strength was not sincere and would be 
put forward only as a basis for trading 
for an unreduced land force. Criticism 
of Premier Briand by these two men 
was unrestrained. 

‘** France has not moved a step forward 
toward disarmament since the armi- 
stice, and in fact she has gone the other 
way morally,’’ said one of these Sena- 
tors. ‘‘ Without any particular sym- 
pathy for Germany, there are a good 
many of us here who think the German 
people should be given an opportunity 
to go ahead with their alleged scheme 
of & republic, and that France should 
accept the fact that they have gone so 
far as an assurance of good faith, at 
least up to this time. 

‘“When the move was made in the 
Senate last December to admit France 
and Italy to this conference, Senator 
Boroh made,a_ speech, saying that 
Premier Briand would came over here, 
and, instead of regognizing the fact that 
the great mass of the German people 
were against war, would quote from 
Ludendorff, who represents just about 
2 per cent. of his nation. And yester- 
day that prophecy came true.”’ 

The objection to the French stand- 
Point is not the only note of discontent 
with the developments of the conference 
heard in the Senate. Several Senators 
deplored today rumors that everything 
was going on so swimmingly that the 
conference would conclude its work by 
Christmas with a satisfactory agreement 
not only on naval limitation, but on the 
Far East. This was raising the hope of 
the world too far, they said, and there 
was no certainty that the conference 
would complete its work for several 
months nor that even then the outcome 
would be satisfactory. © 

Senators who have been watching the 
work of the conference said that there 
had been a general feeling that every 
opportunity should be afforded the con- 
ferees to achieve results without criti- 
cism, and that for this reason the Senate 
had been silent. But they added that 
if the wheels did not appear to move 
smoothly, there was no reason why the 
Senate should not express itself. How- 
ever, with adjournment at hand, there 
will be no opportunity for speeches of 
this character until after Dec. 1.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The outlook 
for a settlement of the political status 
of China -will not, according to British

ance. This was clearly indicated by 


statements made today in British quar- 
ters, 


‘Great Britain has other problems in 
the Far East besides the Chinese puz- 
zle which the conference has started to 
solve. Not the least is India, and in 
regard to India the present understand- 
ing between Great Britain and Japan 
carries to the former some measure of 
security. Then there are the wishes of 
Great Britain’s Pacific dominions 
which must be considered. There is 
also the question of a future Siberia 
that may arise from the ruins of the 
Russian empire, bringing up questions 
as to the status of Manchuria and Mon- 
golfa. It is inferred from what was 
said in British quarters today that an 


understanding covering thése points 
might be sought with this Government, 
before anything was done in regard to 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance. 

It is regardéd as likely also that 
something tnore binding than notes or 
gentiemens agreements to cover any 
understanding reached with reference to 
Far Eastern affairs would be welcomed 
by Great Britain. On that point the 
American Government is believed to be 
in accord and desirous that the conclu- 
sions, reached at the conference, should 
take the forms of treaties covering 
armaments and all settlements reached 
regarding the Far East. , 

A spokesman for Great Britain’s Pa-

TO SAVE ACTRESS 


Summoned in Consultation Over 


Young Woman Suffering From 
a Broken Neck. 


HE WILL OPEN CLINIC HERE 


Famous Austrian Surgeon to Occupy 
Floor of Hospital for Joint 
Diseases. 


A plucky fight, with the odds against 
her, is being made by Miss Mary Moore, 
actress, at the Broad Street Hospital, 
where she was operated on Monday 
night for a broken neck and fractured 
skull she received on Sunday in a mo- 
tor car accident near Babylon, L. I. 
Late last night it was reported at the 
hospital that the patient was slightly 
better, but her surgeons were doubtful 
of her recovery. They were warm in 
their praisc of Dr. Adolf Lorenz, the 
noted Austrian surgeon, who was called 
into consultation on the case, and gave 
much assistance to the medical experts 
trying to save the life of the young wo- 
man. 

Miss Moore is now lying with her 
head, neck and shoulders in a plaster 
cast. If she keeps up the struggle for 
two or three days longer she will win, 
the doctors say, for within that period 


the injured parts will have had time 


to begin reknitting. ‘ 

The operation on the broken neck of 
the young woman was extremely deli- 
cate. When she was caught under the 
overturned automobile, one vertebra 
was fractured. There was a subluxa- 
tion of three vertebrae. In addition she 
had multiple fracture of the skull. She 
was in a semi-conscious condition when 
admitted to the Broad Street Hospital. 

A decompression operation was per- 
formed on the skull, and then the three 
misplaced vertebrae were placed back 
in normal position before the fractured 
vertebra was~*reset. When the whole 
bone structure of the neck and skull 
was restored dS nearly as possible to 
normal position it was immobilized in the 
plaster cast. 

Dr. Lorenz, wno arrived in this coun- 
try last Saturday after an absence of 
eighteen years, will open a clinic today 
in the dispensary of the Hospital for 
Joint Disease, at 41 East 123d Street. 
Dr. Henry W. Frauenthal of the Hos- 
pital for Joint Diseases, said yesterday 
that an entire floor of the building, con- 
sisting of twenty rooms, had been of- 
fered to Dr. Lorenz and that the clinic 
would be open every day, except Sunday, 
from 98 o’clock until noon. 

Eveyy morning rrom 8 until 9 o’clock 
Dr. Lorenz will operate in the amphi- 
theatre of the dispensary. Dr. Lorenz 
will be assisted by two house surgeons, 
two nurses, and a secretary. The clinic 
will be open to all, and all applicants | 
will receive treatment, regardless of} 
their financial status. Dr. Frauenthal | 
said that Dr. Lorenz did not know how | 
long he would remain in New York, but 
that during his stay here the clinic 


|} would continue, 


Dr. Lorenz, according to Dr. Frauen- 
thal, is deeply appreciative of America’s 
aid to the suffering children of Austria 
and is particularly anxious to demon- 
strate it by aiding crippled children 
here. Since his arrival in New York 
many persons have called at the Murray 
Hill Hotel to be treated. One of Dr. 
Lorenze’s first patients in this country 
was Miss Lolita Armour, of Chicago, 
who was married recently. 
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was A. D. C. to the late Earl Grey, then 
Governor General in Canada. 

On the outbreak of the great war he 
rejoined his old regiment as Lieutenant 
in the Third Grenadier Guards, reject- 
ing all offers -of a safer position on 
the staff. He served in the trenches in 
France throughout the war, was in 
command of his battalion when it cap- 
tured Maubeuge two days before the 
armistice and afterward marched it to 
Cologne. He also led the Third Gren- 
adiers on their triumphal march through 
London in March, 1919, when they re- 
turned from France. He was wounded 
three times, gassed once, won the D. 
S. O. (1918), and bar (1919), and the 
French Croix de Guerre. 

He has been called the richest soldier 
in the world. He is not only heir to 
Harewood estates, which comprise near- 
ly 30,000 acres, but in 1916 he inherited 
about £2,500,000, mostly in cash, under 
the will of his great uncle, the eccentric 
Lord Clanricarde, a rather notorious 
Irish landlord who was chiefly notable 
for his absenteeism. 

One of his first actions on returning to 
social life from the war was to purchase 
Chesterfield House, a famous Mayfair 


mansion fronted with tall columns which 
face the park from the end of Stanhope 
Street. e house was built by Isaac 
Ware, 2 famous eighteenth century 
architect, for Lord Chesterfield, who 
took possession in March, 1749. The 
“Canonical Pillars,’’ of which Lord 
Chesterfield writes in his well-known 
letters to his son, came, together with 
the marble staircase, from Canons, the 
dismantled seat of the Duke of Chandos. 
It was bought by Lord Lascelles from 
the Dowager Lady Burton, who had put 
it at the service of the American mis- 
sion during the war. The price he paid 
was enormous. Over fifty years ago, 
when West End house values were on 

very different scale, the mansion 
thanged hands for £175,000, and the 
latest purchaser is said to have refused 
a profit of £200,00U on the transaction. 


Wedding Early in Next Year. 


No announcement has yet been made 
as to when the Princess’s marriage will 
take place. It is presumed, however, 
the engagement will not be a long one, 


and it is suggested that the ceremony 
will probably be performed between 
Christmas and the beginning of Lent. 

Royal marriages have of late taken 
place in St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, 
with one exception, that of Princess 
Patricia of Connaught to Commander 
Ramsey. That was performed in West- 
minster Abbey, and it is interesting to 
note that as Queen Mary left the build- 
ing and as she thanked the officials for 
the way in which the service had been 
carried out she remarked, ‘‘ We reaHy 
must have our next wedding here, too,’’ 
The Abbey, of course, can accommodate 
a@ very much larger number of people 
than St. George’s, and at the present 
time that historic chapel is undergoing 
extensive repairs. 

The Lascelles family is one of the 
typical old English families rooted in the 
soil for generations and connected by 
marriage with half the landed aristo- 
cracy of the country. It can be traced 
back to John de Lascelles; who was 
living at Hinderskelfe, now Castle How- 
ard,~in Yorkshire, in 1315, and as the 
records become more ample one Lascalles 
is found,a cotonel in the Cromwellian 
army, and two or three others are re- 
corded as members of Parliament. At 
the beginning of the eighteenth century 
Henry Lascelles appears as a director 
of the East India Company and at its 
close Edward Lascelles was created first

Much of the Harewood wealth, which 
will some day come to Lord Lascalles, is 
derived from Barbados sugar planta- 


tions. The family has been connected 
with that industry from the beginning 
of the eighteenth century and a number 
of estates in Barbados are still in their 
possession. 

Harewood House near Leeds is one of 
the stateliest of stately homes of Eng- 
land, a guest house of Kings and Queens 
since it was built, more than a century 
and a half ago. Among its curiosities de- 
noting family association with the West 
| Indies are its massive mahogany double 
| doors, seventy-six in number, alt special- 
| ly made on the Harewood estates in Bar- 

bados. The mansion was built in 1760 
for Henry Lasceiies_ by Juhn Carr. It 
was furnished in 1765 and 1771, both 
Robert Adam and Chippendale being 
employed on it, One of its chief glories 
is its wonderful collection of china, val- 
ued at over £200,000, and surpassed in 
England only by that at Windsor. 
Among the best pieces are three vases 
for which the father of the present Earl 
refused an offer of ‘£12,000 from an 
American. Many of the ceilings are 
painted by Rebecci, Rose and Zucchi. 
There are some good pictures in the 
gallery, principally portraits by Reyn- 
olds, Hoppner and Lawrence. A well- 
wooded park of 2,000 acres surrounds 
the house and the gardens are among 
the most beautiful in England. One 
of the sights is the famous- Tokay vine 
seventy feet long and about twenty- 
four feet wide, planted in 1873. The 
ruins of Harewood. Castle, a Norman 
building, stand in the grounds. It.is 
said to have been wrecked in Crom- 
wellian times by its owner who removed 
! its roof timbers for other buildings. The 
'estate did not come into the family of 
Lascelles till some time later. 

Lord Lascelles has interested himself 
in trade and, it is said, has an interest 
in a large typewriter factory recently 
€rected in South Leeds.

When they were studyin 
for the Naval College she joined wi 
them in their practical instruction on a 
brig moored for the purpose at Virginia 
Water, near Windsor. There she learned 
to know the different parts of a ship 
and its rigging and to row on the lake 
when she was not required to assist in 
preparing the picnic teas which followed 
the afternoon games. Later she took 
lessons in swimming at the Bath Club. 

When her brothers left home her edu- 
cation began in real earnest. Her gov- 
erness was Mile. Dussu and her studies 
were closely supervised by the Queen 
and directed on most modern _ lines. 
From girlhood she has spoken French 
and German flently, is fond of sketch- 
ing and photography and has studied 
music under Miss Parratt, daughter of 
the King’s Master of Music. Under her 
mcther’s practiced eye she was taught 
to be an industrious n¢edle woman. 
Once, when a visitor was admiring a 
piece of the Princess’s needle work, the 
Queen said laughingly, ‘‘ I am afraid it 
cost some tears.’’

With the marriage of Princess Mary

After the meal speakers told of the 
task of the fund, which is distributing | 
relief through the Friends (Quaker) 
Service Committee. Motion pictures de- 
picting the suffering in the famine area 


were shown and emphasis was laid on 
the non-political and undenominational 
character of the relief work. 

Miss Anna Uaines, a Friend worker, 
who had just returned from an extensive 
trip into the famine area of the Volga 
and other regions, said that ss 
10,000,000 Russians would not live until 
the next harvest unless help were ro- 
ceived from the outside. She held up 
for inspection a cake made of dried 
grass stuck together by the cooked hoofs 
of horses. This, she said, was the entire 
diet of people with whom she had talked. 

Vernon Kellogg, special investigator of 
the American Relief Administration, 
stressed the need of international assist- 
ance, but America would have to bear! 
the brunt of feeding the Russians. 

“The condition of affairs is in- 
credible to one who has not seen it and 
impossible to picture fully or con- 
vincingly even by one who has,” he 
said. ‘‘I can only say there is no famine! 
—~—famine which is causing now and will 
continue to cause through the Winter 
and probably until the next harvest— 
unless relief on a grand scale is afforded 
—many, many deaths. 

“The major contributing causes are: 
Exhaustion, waste and devastation of 
six years of international and interne- 
cine war and the fatal error of the So- 
viet Government. 

‘““ All the people In the famine area 
have a single obsession: to get food for 
today and tomorrow. They are, indeed, 
literally starving. They are dying now. 
They have been dying for three months. 
They will be dying—and in large num- 
bers—all through the Winter and Spring. 

‘The Soviet Government has done 
something, but nothing adequate. Ap- 
parently it can do nothing adequate. 
The Quakers are doing a beautiful work, 
but on all too small a scale. Sweden 
and Norway are helping, and England 
also. A great work is being done by the 
American Rellef Administration under 
the direction of Mr. Hodver.”’

: ‘* The Government’s as well as the in- 
dustries’ sounding the foreign money 
markets disclosed that the question of 
long term credits was. most intimately 
connected with the Washington confer- 
ence and that despite certain declara- 
tions of willingness to extend credits 
the serious prospects of long term credits 
on the world market will only open up 
when the Washington atmosphere is 
somewhat clarified. It is obvious that if 
ir Washington the atmosphere has not 
clarified—and particularly the experts 
on the economic and financial life of 
England say that—a long time, large 
scale credit action is not to be thought 
of. Preparedness to tackle this problem 
exists, however, and if a certain clarifi- 
cation in Washington were possible I 
would look forward to it with [word 
missing].

HE VISITS ANNAPOLIS 


Washington School Children Pre- 
sent Medal and Pledge to Provide 
Fund for French Schools. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 22. — Baltimore 
paid its tribute to Marshal Foch this 
afternoon. Acclaimed by cheering thou- 
‘sands, he received all the honors it 
seemed possible to crowd into the brief 
time of his visit. 

Two universities, Johns Hopkins and 
Maryland, conferred the honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Laws on him, and 
Loyola College desired to do so but could 
not, for lack of time. He also took 
part in the ceremony of breaking ground 
for Maryland’s memorial to her dead in 
the World War. 

Thousands of school children lined the 
route of the procession from the station 
to the City Hall and, waving French 
and American flags, added enthusiasm 
and color to the city’s welcome, 

The Marshal, who came here under the 
auspices of the American Legion, was 
met at the station by a committee of 
which Governor Ritchie and Mayor 
Broening were members. His stay was 
limited to ninety minutes. As he ap- 
peared an artillery salute of nineteen 
guns greeted him, and as the last gun 
sounded hundreds of high school girls 
began singing the “‘ Marselllaise.’”” Hun- 
dreds of other children took up the air, 
the music swelling as the Marshal's 
automobile started for City Hall. 

The procession was a continuous ova- 
Teen of cheering. Another salute of 
, nineteen guns announced ‘the arrival of 
j the Marshal at the City Hall. So great 
was the press of people there that the 
police had difficulty in forcing a “pas- 
sageway for the party to City Hall 
Plaza, where the principal ceremonies 
were held. 

Mayor Broentng presented to the Mar- 
shal a silver key to the city and in- 
{vited him to break ground for the war 


|dead memorial. During the ceremonies, 
|the Marshal presented a large French 
|flag to the Service Star Legion in recog- 
nition of work done by the organization 
for the children of the devastated re- 
gions of France. At this point the Mar- 
shal received a silver fruit bowl from 
‘the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. He turned up ground for the me- 
morial with a silver spade, 

Bestowal of the degree of Doctor of 
Laws upon the Marshal by President 
Woods of the University of Maryland 
closed the exercises at the Plaza and 
the party was taken in automobiles to 
Johns Hopkins University, where Presi- 
dent Goodnow conferred the same degree 
on the Marshal. 

From Homewood, the Marshal, accom- 
panied by Governor Ritchie, motored to 
Annapolis. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Nov. 22.—A_ short 
address to the regiment of 2,400 mid- 
{ shipmen marked the visit of Marshal 
Foch to the Naval Academy this after- 
noon. He was enthusiastically received. 
He delivered his address in the Armory 
Building. He was received by Admiral 
Wilson and the staff of officers of the 
Academy and a nineteen-gun salute was 
fired in his honor. He spent little more 
than an hour here, and returned to 
Washington.

FINGER PRINTS IDENTIFIED 


Semnacher, Alice Blake and Mald 
Who Heard Cries Among 
Day’s Witnesses. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 22.—After the 
prosecution had closed its case late to- 
dav in the manslaughter trial of Roscoe 
Cc. (‘‘ Fatty '') Arbuckle, reserving the 
right to introduce further testimony to- 


morrow, Gavin McNab made the open- 
ing statement for the defense. 

“We will prove that Arbuckle was not 
in the hotel room more than ten minutes 
with Miss Virginia Rappe,”’ he said. 

MeNab told the jury that the room 
in which Arbuckle was alleged to have 
locked himself and Miss Rappe was 
open at all times. The window shades 
were up at all times also, he said, and 
the interior of the room was in 
view of other hotel patrons. 

Arbuckle’s attitude bordered on the 
jovial throughout the day. Mrs. Minta 
Durfee Arbuckle, his wife, wept at 
times. 

George Glennon, house detective of the 
St. Francis Hotel, was the first witness 
for the defense. The Court ruled out 
McNab’s attempts to have the witness 
relate a conversation he had with Miss 
Rappe following her alleged injuries at 
Arbuckle’s hands. Before the trial the 
defense announced that Glennon had 
made a statement to the District Attor- 
ney in which he said Miss Rappe had 
exonerated Arbuckle. ; 


Glennon was excused from the stand. 
following the Court's ruling. 


The Court directed an examination to- 
morrow by counsel and jury of the hotel 
rooms in which Miss Rappe is alleged 
to have been injured. Two of the doors 
of rooms at the hotel where the Arbuckle 
party was held were brought [nto court.

raised so much noise and opposition 


that President Raoul Péret clapped his 
silk hat on his head and suspended the 
session. When he did so the solid 
phalanx of Communists were singing 
the ‘Internationale "' in fine chorus, 
while from across the Chamber the 
‘* Marseillaise '’ was being — stoutly 
echo2d back. 

The row began about the election of 
two Communists, Marty and Badina, 
to the Municipal Council. Both of them 
are young sallors who took part in the 
Black Sea mutiny in 1919 when ordered 
to fire on the Bolsheviki. They were 
tried and imprisoned, and not having 
benefited from amnesty they are stiil 
behind the bars. The Communists, how- 
ever, took up their cause and elected 
| first Marty and last Sunday~ Badina 
to the City Covnceil. 

Their case has been laid before the 
Cabinet, but so far nothing has been 
done about their release, and Marcel 
Cachin this afternoon asked for imme- 
diate discussion of the affair. M. Bonne- 
vay, Minister of Justice and temporary 
leader of the Government during M. 
Briand’s absence, wanted it postponed, 
but the communists insisted that the 
matter be put right at once. 

M. Berthon suceeeded M. Cachin at 
the tribune and hurled phrases like 
'** criminal war by France against Rus- 
sin '' at his steadily protesting audience. 
The Ministers he called criminals, and 
had to be taken to task by the Pres- 
ident, Who announced that he would 
order him to quit the tribune if he con- 
tinued in that tone.

The reorganized International Sport- 
ing Club will conduct its first show at 
the Central Opera House, 205 East 
Sixty-seventh Street, next Monday 
night. Plans for the organization’s in- 
itial show under the revised directorship 
of the organization, together with de- 
tails of a comprehensive schedule. cal- 
culated to bring the I. S. C. to the plane 
which was the original objective of its 
founders, were discussed yesterday af- 
ternoon at a luncheon in. the Central 
Opera House, by Gutzon Borglum, Presi- 
dent of the club and at present its lead- 
ing individual figure. ' 

President Borglum has replaced Wil- 
liam A. Gavin in the directorship of the 
I §S. C. Gavin, who formerly was 
Managing Director of the I. S. Cc. and 
who was one of the leading figures in 


the organization of the club and the} 


revival of legalized boxing here, is now 
on his way to England. Tex O’Rourke, 
Secretary of the I. S. C., stated tnaat 
Gavin sailed fromm Quebec, Canada, Nov, 
13 on the Empress of France. Whether 
Gavin has returned to England for a 
permanent residence there or only for a 
visit, Secretary O’Rourke did not say. 
It was impressed upon the diners, how- 
ever, that Gavin’s connection with the 
organization has been definitely severed. 

onie held the controlling interest, in 
the I. S. C. Corporation, the holding 
company of the International Sporting 
Club. As a consequence he was the 
dominent figure in the activities of the 
organization. Gavin's withdrawal from 
the I. 8.'C., however, includes the dis- 
posal of his stock, which will be trans- 
ferred to the other stockholders throush 
a power of attorney arranged before 
Gavin's departure. The pians for re- 
organization provide that the Interna- 
tional Sporting Club will absorb_ the 
I. S. GC. Corporation, and that the I. S.

Granted a License. 


The application for a license, which 
the I. S. C. made to the State Athletic 
Commission, has received favorable ac- 
tion. At the luncheon, Borglum an- 
nounced that the I. S. C. had received 
a license to conduct bouts here, a 
privilege which } 
since the alleged mismanagement at the 
Pete Herman-Joe Lynch bantamweight 
championship bout at Ebbets Field, 
Brooklyn, last Spring. The announce- 
ment of the license was confirmed at 
the offices of the State Athletic Com- 
mission, where it was said the applica- 
tion had been granted, pending the ap- 
proval of the Fire Department and 
Building Department authorities on the 
Central Opera House as a place for 
boxing bouts. 

In possession of the license and under 
| the leadership of officers and commit- 
| tees to be selected from the membership, 
|the I. 8S. C., according to Borglum, 
plans to proceed with the conduct of 
boxing for its members. Jack Cooper, 
veteran conditioner of athletes, has been 
selected as matchmaker to replace Tex 
| O’Rourke. Cooper declared he plans to 
| progress slowly in his work in connec- 
| tion with the club, beginning .with incon- 
| spieuous, although satisfactory bouts, 
and gradually advancing to the point 
where championship struggles will be 
conducted in the club. 

For his first card Matchmaker Cooper 
has arranged three eight-round bouts, 
which are scheduled for Monday night. 
Red Cap Wilson, west side lightweight, 
and Frankie Callahan, a Columbus 
boxer, will be opponents in one of the

The present condition of the organiza- 

tion is encouraging, according to 
Borgium. The membership includes 1,500 
active members. Borglum admitted there 
had been some resignations, but said 
they did not exceed 150. He pointed to 
the fact that other members were de- 
laying renewing their membership until 
the reorganization plans are completed. 
A lease of ten years has been signed on 
‘the Central Opera House, Borglum said, 
at a monthly rental of $6,260. Affairs 
conducted in the building, for which the 
I. 8. CG. will have the leasing se 
under their lease, will bring the I. 8. C. 
$2.000 a week, Borglum said. 
“The club still owns the property on 
Forty-eighth Street and Lexington Ave- 
nue, on which it was the original inten- 
tion to build a million dollar clubhouse. 
No definite plans have been adopted 
with regard to the disposition of this 
land. President Borglum declared it was 
possible the I. S. C. would decide to 
erect an apartment house on this site, 
on a plan providing two flanking pillars 
of sixteen or eighteen stories in height, 
in the centre of which the club’s head- 
quarters would be located. 

“The International Sporting Club now 
is in a position to carry out the won- 
derful ideas which were responsible for 
its organization,’’ said President Borg- 
lum. ‘‘The club and its affairs are 
being completely reorganized. Soon it 
will be under the direct control and 
direction of the members, through of- 
ficers and committees appointed by the 
members. We have received assurances 
that we will secure a license from the 
State Athletic Commission. All diffi- 
culties with the State Athletic Commis- 
sion have been cleared to the satisfac- 
tion of the commission. We will hold 
our first show Monday night, and shows 
will be held regularly thereafter. 

‘““The idea of the club is a good one 
and I am supremely confident our efforts 
ultimately will be crowned with suc- 
cess. The club has gone over body and 
soul to the members to be run entirely 
by them in the future. Members of 
prominence in every-day life will be 
elected to the different offices and on 
the various committees, and under their 
direction the I. S. C, will proceed to the 
fulfillment of the plans originally adopt- 
ed. Mr. Gavin, who was in great meas- 
ure responsible for the I. S. C., has 
withdrawn completely from the or- 
ganization and has returned to England. 
The club’s activities, therefore, are re- 
moved from the shoulders of an indi- 
vidual and placed in the hands of the 
great body of members. 


Confident of Suceess, 


** Under the plans we have adopted for 


the future, I am confident the club will 
attain the objective originally set and 


will become one of the greatest organiza- 
tions of its kind in the country. We

NEW YORK AWARDED 
BIG COLLEGE MEET 


Irtercollegiate Indeor Champion- 
ships to Be Held at 22d Regi- 
ment Armory March 11. 


New York will be the scene of the 
first revival of the intercollegiate indoor 
track and field championship meet since 
before the war. This decision, which 
was reached at a meeting of the Inter- 


collegiate Association of Amateur Ath- 
letes of America, following Monday's 
cross-country title run here, was made 
public yesterday. The meet will take 
place in the Twenty-second l\egiment 
Armory on March 11, 

The original date decided upon for the 
championship contests was March 4, but 
in order to avoid a conflict with the 
national A. A. U. indoor championship, 
which will be held at that time also in 
the Twenty-second Regiment Armory, 
the date was postponed a week. Other 
cities which competed for the honor 
were Boston, Philadelphia and Buffalo, 
but they lost out for various reasons. 

What events will constitute the pro- 
gram for the meet are still unknown. 
The Executive and Advisory Commit- 
tees of the I. CG. A. A. A. A., which 
determined the time and place of the 
affair, passed the question on to the 
association itself, and a special meeting 
will be held in this city on Jan. 7 to 
select the program. It was decided, 
however, that individual rather than 
team competition will be the keynote of 
the meet. In other years the champion- 
ship was determined on a team basis in 
each event, the winner of the high 
jump, for instance, being the college 
whose delegation of jumpers had the 
best aggregate total. 

In deciding to lay emphasis on the in- 
dividual the I. C. A. A. A. A. will fol- 
low the pattern -f its outdoor champi- 
onships, which long ago discarded the 
team idea, retaining it only as far as 
the outcome of the entire meet is con- 
cerned. 

This year will be the first in many 
fgg that an indoor collegiate title will 

e decided. The Il. C. A. A. A. A, has 
annually staged an indoor meet, but no 
championship has gone with it. 

The new broad-jump record claimed 
Le. Ned Gourdin, Harvard’s negro star, 
who jumped 25 feet 3 inches in the 
Yale-Harvard-Oxford-Cambridge out- 
door meet on July 23, was accepted by 
the I. C. A. A. A. A, committee as a 
new collegiate record. It was pointed 
out. however, that there is a distinction 
between this and an intercollegiate rec- 
ord, which must be made in the inter- 
collegiate championship meet. Gour- 
din’s mark, however, is better than the 
present intercollegiate record, and also: 
exceeded the figures of any world’s 
mark. The best previous jump was 24 
feet 11% inches, made by Peter O’Con- 
nor of Ireland at Dublin on Aug. 5, 
1901. 

The association considered the practi- 
ecability of building a portable board 
track, which could be moved around 
from one indoor meet to another. The 
use of spiked shoes is generally impos- 
sible in armories and other similar are- 
nas, and the association hopes to get 
around this difficulty by erecting its 
own track. 


NAVY ENDORSES PLAN. 


Secretary Denby Favors Proposal by 
Secretary of War Weeks. 


Secretary of the Navy Denby has sent 
a letter to Gustavus T. Kirby, President 
of the American Olympic Committee, en- 
dorsing the proposal made recently by 
Secretary of War Weeks for the organ- 


ization of the country’s amateur athletic 
activities under one central body to be 
known as the National Amateur Ath- 
letic Federation. The letter is in re- 
sponse to the circular letter sent out by 
President Kirby for recommendations or 
suggestions for the constitution of the 
proposed American Olympic Association 
which it is planned to organize at a 
meeting in the New York A. C. Friday 
afternoon. The proposed A. O. A. will 
replace the American Olympie Commit- 
a and will function as a permanent 

y. , 

The formation of the proposed Amer- 
ican Olympic Association does not meet 
the broad demand of both the army and 
navy. On behalf of the navy, Secretary 
Denby elaborated on the character of 
the organization he will endorse. In his 
letter to President Kirby, Secretary 
Denby says in part: 

‘No one can deny the srowing de- 
mand for properly guarded physi de- 
velopment throughout the United States, 
and it seems that this is the great mo- 
ment to establish 9 national association 
to standardize such development and 
safeguard the ideals of amateurism. If 
we let this great opportunity escape 
without inaugurating a rogressive 
movement in co-ordinating athletics and 
development it will, indeed be a step 
backward, and, naturally, the navy, 
which I have the honor to represent, 
cannot lend itself to a movement whish 
has not for its mission objects less 
broad in its scope."’

THE REPARATION BEES. 


A curious bit of evidence as to the 
utter devastation of No Man’s Land 
in France and Belgium is furnished | 
by @& news to repara- 
According to a dispatch from 
to The Philadelphia Public 
the German reparations ex- 
perts, ‘*‘ having caught and delivered 
‘*the rabbits, pheasants and other 
‘* wild game ’’ required by the repa- 
rations schedule, are now collecting 
and delivering swarms of bees to both 
France and Belgium. The number 
stated, many thousand swarms, seems

the corresponding ‘‘ devastation ’’—a | 
devastation that made impossible not 
only the existence of wild life, except 
that of vermin’ and birds which could 
quickly fly through ar above the poi- 
soned air, but even banished the bees. 
Not only were hives and their stores 
demolished, but the gardens and 
orchards, whose flowers and blossoms 
were as necessary to their life as the 
vegetables and fruits of gardens and 
orchards were to the peasants them-

Devastated France, 
plow their fields and replant their 
orchards and dig and sow their gar- 
dens, has furnished forage for the bees' 
on their return from exile that will, in 
turn, sweeten the bitter bread which 
these poor people have been obliged to 
eat for many years. 

This modern story of these lost bees, 
as tragic as the story of Aristzeus in 
the famous fourth Georgic of VIRGIL, 
has as happy an ending in this resto- 
ration as had the ancient myth. But 
scientific interest would be added to 
that of this economic exchange if the 
American Committee on the Biological 
Relations Between Flowers and In- 
sects of our National Research Coun- 
cil, whose researches in testing the 
sight of bees were reported in THE 
TiIMEg, could make a special study of 
these home-coming bees and discover 
whether the German scientist's experi- 
ment showing that bees are not at- 
tracted by a color—at any rate a blite 
color—is accurate or not, and whether 
it was the aniline dyes with which the 
artificial flowers in another experi- 
ment were colored that offended the 
delicate sense of the bees.

GERMANY AND THE CONFERENCE. 


German interest in the Washington 
conference seems at first to have been 
confined, quite naturally, to wonder- 
ing what advantage Germany might be 
able to get out of it. Dispatches ar- 
riving yesterday lead one to fear that 


ij the Germans are now turning their at- 


tention rather to the possible harm 
that it may bring to their enemies. 
There is great solicitude for the peri- | 
lous position of Japan, exposed to such 
a ‘‘ policy of encirclement” as the 
Germans like to believe was practiced 
against innocent Germany by the 
malign Epwarp VII. This interest in 
the well-being of a Power which re- 
cently was at war with Germany might 
be supposed to indicate the growth of a 
new sentiment among the Germans, a 


i sort of international altruism; but it 
lappears (if you believe the Germans) 
‘that if Japan is isolated at the confer- 


ence she will have to turn to Russia 
and Germany.

BRIAND spoke on Monday, but it offers 
no hope to the old-line militarist think- | 
ers. For them Germany can gain 
nothing except by the misfortune of 
others. The statesmanlike prevision 
of some of the tribe of “ liberals ” sees | 
the Administration eager to get Ger- 
many into the conference. What for? 
Her fleet has been destroyed, and un- 
fortunately it seems that no diplo- 
matic pressure could induce the Ger- 
man mind to take a ten-year holiday. 


THE BOY PROBLEM. 

Those who lament that modern wo- 
men have lost their normal anabolism 
and become kKatabolic will find a grain 
of comfort in a recent Rotary survey. 
Girls are still anabolic. For every one 
of them brought before the Children’s 
Court for a juvenile crime there are 
almost one hundred boys. In the male, 
of course, katabolism is quite normal, 
being only the soctologist’s word for 
his restless, exploring, destructive and 
reconstructive nature. Doubtless not 
1 per cent. of boys have the conserva- 
tive instinct toward life, playing with 
dolls. This is quite as it should be. 
The fact that masculine katabolism so 
frequently leads to the Children’s 
Court can only be the result of faulty 
environment. 

These observations are turned to 
good account by the Children’s Aid So- 
ciety in its annual report. The Boy 
Problem is how to lay hold upon the 
inherent qualities of the young male 
and give them their normal and 
healthful expression. Instead of try- 
ing to eradicate the gang spirit, capi- 
talize it. In wartime the problem was 


comparatively simple. The 


society 


“placed homeless boys in the army at 


the rate of 2,000 a year. ‘‘ The ser- 
‘* vice provided the finest character 
‘** building and pro- 
‘* gram possible for this type of boy.’’ 
The society is still furnishing recruits 
for army and navy, the total having 
exceeded 7,000 last June. But once 
more there is a surplus, and especially 
of boys too young for national service, 
‘* who because of family troubles, per- 
** sonal disposition, unfortunate sur- 
roundings or death of parents have 
‘* become homeless.’’ 

For these the best available remedy 
is the Boys’ Club. In its three existing 
houses the society is reaching some 
3,000 boys, and

among its ‘* gradu- 
are many able men and citizens 
of the highest character. But the need 
is increasing fast. Within a radius of 
one-half mile of these institutions 
there is a boy population of 60,000. 
Plans are afoot to build another club- 
house adjoining the society’s West 
Side School Centre, in Thirty-eighth 
Street, near Tenth Avenue. There is 
a fund in hand, but to build and prop- 
erly equip the clubhouse will require 
$100,000 more. Seldom has the con-

There are in 
Manhattan more than four hundred 
dance halls, one thousand public pool 
rooms, four hundred moving picture 
houses and scores of penny arcades. 
Many of these are not conducted ‘* in 
a decent and orderly manner.’’ 

The Boys’ Club is only one aspect of 
the multifarious and highly intelligent 
service to the people of New York for 
which the society has been famous for 
almost three-quarters of a century.

All of the many

in France and 
here, or in any English-speaking coun- 
try, are having constant exemplification 
in the trial at Versailles of the man 
LANDRU. Most important of the differ- 
ences, of course, lies in the fact that 
the man’s guilt of the ten murders of 
which he has been accused is assumed 
by the court, and that the man is in- 
cessantly confronted with the demand, 
almost unthinkable for us, that he prove 
his innocence if he can. Constant ef- 
forts, too, are made to drag from him 
incriminating admissions, and he does 
not dare, or at any rate he does not 
think it wise, to take refuge in silence, 
as a man in like circumstances here 
would be almost sure to do under the 
peremptory advice of his counsel. 

Strange to us, also, is the fact that 
LANDRU is on trial for ten murders at 
once. Here the Prosecuting Attorney 
would have had him indicted for the one 
held to be most easily proved of the lot, 
and then, if there were failure to con- 
vict, onesof the other cases would be 
tried, and this process would be re- 
peated as long as success seemed pos- 
sible. There is no apparent excuse— 
none apparent to us, that is—for charg- 
ing a man with ten offenses when the 
punishment for any one of them is 
death.

Even President Harding in less than 
eight months of his Administration has 
lest the prestige of holding in line the 
large Republican majority in the House 
on the revenue bill, which, In the opin- 
ion of Republican leaders, amended as it 
was in conference, means peril to the 
party and the country. 

When ninety-four Republican members 
| of the House refused last week to adopt 
the recommendations of President Har- 
ding on the surtaxes they proved that 
| there were enough independent Republi- 
|can votes when joined with the Demo- 
cratic votes to take the reins of legisla- 
tive control out of the hands of the 
majority leaders on legislation of distinct 
party flavor. 

The progressive farm bloc in the Re- 
publican Party holds the balance of 
power in Congress, and, cemented to- 
gether, as it is, will be powerful enough 
to dictate the hob of the tariff bill, 
as it did the revenue bill, sweeping aside 
the judgment of the recognized leaders. 

It developed today that the Senate 
group which forced the 50 per cent. sur- 
tax into the revenue bill had gained six 
new converts in the fight to raise the 
duties on farm products, bringing the 
number to twenty-seven. Those who en- 
tered the bloc are Senators Willis, Ohio; 
Keyes, New _ Hampshire; Townsend, 
Michigan; New, Indiana; Fernald, 
Maine, and Weller, Maryland.

Mr. Depew assured his hearers that 
now, under @ united nation, this coun- 
try, despite “calamity. howlers,” was 
better able to recovér from the effects 
of the World War than it found itself 
able to overeome the effects of the 
Civil War. 

“JT am an optimist,” Mr. Depew said. 
“My mother and grandfather died in 
their old age worrying about things that 
never happened. I decided I would not 
worry—that I wotld turn to fun and 
jokes. The result is that many of my 
fellow countrymen don’t take me 
seriously, but I’m still alive.”

Henry Mayers Hyndman was one of 
the most prominent Socialists of the 
United Kingdom and was the founder 
in 1881 of the Social Democratic Fed- 
eration.

The Flonzaley Quartet. 


Just returned from a long trip in 
Burope, where they were appreciated as 
they are in this country, the Flonzaley 
Quértet gave the first of their very few 
New York concerts last evening in | 
Aeolian Hall. They had a large and 
éhthusiastic audience; an audience that 
filled the hall to its entire capacity and 
testified to the importance, that this or- 
®anization now holds in the chamber 
music of New York. 


These musicians feel their responsi- 
bility toward the claims of the ‘‘forward- 
looking’’ workers in the field of chamber 
music, and rarely let a season pass with- 
out the production of one or more of the 
Most recént compositions of contempo- 
rary writers. Last evening they brought 
forward for the first time in this country 
@ new string quartet in lk flat by 
Georges Enesco, still in manuécript and 
dedicated to them. It has only recently | 
been finished, and through the first 
movements go back several years in their 

nesis. Enesco’s name is a not un- 

amiliar one to New York music lovers; 

he is remembered as the composer of a 
symphony and a ‘‘Rumanian Khapsody”’ | 
for orchestra, ahd an octet played some 
years ago by Mr. Kreisler. 

The quartet denotes that thé composer 
has traveled far on the road toward 
emancipation from cold ideas as to me- | 
lddic outlines, symmetry and euphony. 
It is, in its own way, ‘ modern’ in all } 
its qualities. a personal expression, and | 
showing no immediately obvious rela- 
tionship to any of the influences that 
are prevalent in these days. but the 
composer holds to some of the older 
principles of form in the developments 
of his material and to the newer one 
of community of themes between the} 
earlier and later moveinents. 

It is difficult to grasp the full signifi- | 
cance of such a composition on a sin- 
gle hearing, but it seemed evident last 
evening that much skill and carefully 
furnished lapidary work had gone to! 
the building up and developing of these |! 
four movements. The first two seemed 
somewhat easier to fathom on the first | 
hearing. But in all of them the themes 
have an illusiveness of outline and of 
tonality that make them and the se- | 
quenee of ideas represented in them | 
hard to follow in what frequently seems |} 
Vague excursions. 

The writing for the strings maintains | 
a great independence of the parts and 
develops many finely felt and ekillfully 
devised tonal effects; it shows the com- 
poser to be the violinist that he is. The 
mood of the quartet is generally some- 
what sombre, and somewhat severe; for 
even the whimsicality of the scherzo is 
not carefree. 

It is not easy to say that this quar- {| 
tet is one of radiant beauty; its beau- 
ties are recondite, in large part, and 
may be waiting for a greater familiarity 
with the work to disclose them fully. | 
Yet there are many passages in which 
beauty appears, in the cogent and forct- | 
ble expression of musical ideas. For | 
ohe thing, the composer seems to persist 
somewhat too long in the elucidation of | 
them, and in the last movement, particu- 
larly, he finds it hard to let go. | 

The work is an excessively difficult | 
one to play with its tune effect, with 
a perfect adjustment of part to part, 
end the performance heard of it last 
evening was a certification of great 
ekill and much labor applied to it. It 
was listened to with deep attention and | 
after the second and third movements, 
especially, theré was no little enthusi- 
asm in the applause. 

Before Enesco came Mozart, in his 
D major quartet. one of his most gayly 
conceived, and afterward, Beethoven, in 
his ‘D major quartet, Op. 18, No. 3. 
There was exquisite polish and filigree 
delicacy in the playing of Mozart’s 
quartet and an unclouded beauty of 
tone.

Tl. .tipends of Mr. Belmont as, an 
offic r .f the luterborough Rapid Tran- 
sit Coin vuy have been under fire in 
many transit hearings in this city in the 
last two decades. First he was Presi- 
Gent of the new company at a salary 
said to have been $50,000 a year for sev- 
eral years. 

Another point that has always come up 
at these transit hearings was the issue 
of about $1,500,000 in stock to Mr. Bel- 
‘mont in the early history of the Inter- 
borough for his services in negotiating 
contracts, for the transfer of some prop- 
erties and for assisting in the financing 
of the Interborough. 

In the vouchers of the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company for June, 1921, 
examined yesterday by the Transit Com- 
mission, there was no payment to August 
Belmont for salary or services. All ex- 
cept the incidental and legal expenses of 
the company were checked at the hear- 


ing, and these lists will be inspected 
today by examiners attached to the com- 
mission. 

Before Mr. Belmont and the other 
Directors of the Interborough for 1918 
and 1919, when the large dividends were 
paid, Mr. Shearn and the commissioners 
will read the minutes of the Interbor- 
eugh Directors’ meetings.

Such 
a refusal may not inconceivably bring 
about a rupture of the peace negotia- 
tions. It will give heart to our de- 
feated antagonists; it will make pos- 
sible the interference of those doubtful 
neutral nations who in this struggle 
have wished us ill.

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power, an opposing majority could 
assume control of legislation and 
oblige all action to be taken amid 
contest and obstruction. 

The return of a Republican majority 
to either House of the Congress 
would, moreover, certainly be inter- 
preted on the other side of the 
water as a repudiation of my leader- 
ship. Spokesmen of the Republican 
Party are urging you to elect a Re- 
publican Congress in order to back up 
and support the President, but even 
if they should in this way impose 
upon some credulous voters on this 
side of the water, they would impose 
on no one on the other side. It is 
well understood there as well as here 
that the Republican leaders desire not 
s0 much +o support the President as 
control him. The peoples of the al- 
lied countries with whom we are asso- 
ciated against Germany are quite fa- 
millar with the significance of elec- 
tions. They would find it very diffi- 
cult to believe that the voters of the 
United States had chosen to support 
their President by electing to the Con- 
gress a majority controlled by those 
who are not in fact in sympathy with 
the attitude and action of the Admin- 
istration. 

I need not tell you, my fellow-coun- 
trymen, that I am asking your support 
not for my own sake or for the sake 
of a political party, but for the sake 
of the nation itself, in order that 
its inward unity of purpose may be 
evident to all the world. In ordinary 
times I would not feel at liberty te 
In or- 
dinary times divided counsels can be 
endured without permanent hurt to 
the country. But these are not ordi- 
nary times. If in these critical days 
it is your wish to sustain me with 
undivided minds, I beg that you will 
say so in a way which it will not be 
possible to misunderstand either here 
at home or among our associates on 
the other side of the sea. I submit 
my difficulties and my hopes to you. 


In an address at the White House to 
members of the Democratic National 
Committee, delivered Feb. 28, 1919, 
which was never published, the Presi- 
dent expressed his own feelings with 
reference to the defeat of the Demo-

“Now, I think that can be accom- 
plished by many processes. Unfortu- 
nately, the members of Congress have 
to live in Washington, and Washington 
is not a part of the United States. It 
is the most extraordinary thing I have 
ever known. If you stay here long 
enough you forget what the people of 
your own district are (thinking about. 
There is one reason on the face of 
things. The wrong opinion is generally 
better organized than the right opinion. 
If some special interest has an impres- 
sion that it wants to make on Congress 
it can get up thousands of letters with 
which to bombard its Senators and Rep- 
resentatives, and they get the im- 
pression that that is the opinion at home 
and they do not hear from the other 
fellows; and the consequence is that the 
unspoken and uninsisted-on views of the 
country, which are the views of the 
great majority, are not heard at this 
distance. If such an arrangement were 
feasible I think there ought to be a 
constitutional provision that Congress- 
men and Senators ought to spend every 
other week at home and come back here 
and talk and vote after a fresh bath in 
the atmosphere of their home districts 
and the opinions of their home folks.’’

LONDON, Nov. —Although in ad- 
vocating a return to the gold standard 
Gustav Cassel takes the view that Eng- 
land cannot re-éstablish a free gold

Commenting on 
this a financial authority says: 

‘““We should in fact make up our 
that we are going to re- 
turn to our gold parity, namely $4.86 to 
the pound, or write down the value of 
the pound and fix it at a figure which 
bears the most accurate relation to our 
existing level of prices and which we 
think we can maintain. 

‘* Supposing, for instance, we reduced 


our pound from 123 grains of gold to 
92% grains and American exchange 
from $4.86 to the new parity of $3.65, 
gold would then command a premium 
of 33 per cent., that is, it would be 
quoted at 25 3s. 8d. instead of £3 17s. 9d. 
per ounce in paper money, while the 
paper pound would be worth only 15s. 
in gold. At one stroke in the matter of 
American exchange we should go back 
to an automatic standard system, while 
prices would be stabilized at the new 
level by gold flowing out when exchange 
fell below the new parity of $3.65 and 
flowing in when it rose above if, just 
as it did when parity was $4.86. 

‘* These figures are given only to show 
what devaluation would mean and they 
are not a basis suggested by Mr. Cas- 
sel, but are given by Sir Charles Addis 
in dealing with the matter. He is op- 
posed to the theory of devaluation. He 
describes it as premature. inopportune 
and inexpedient. He is of the opinion 
that a condition precedent to the success 
of a scheme for stabilization of ex- 
changes is stabilization: of prices at 
home, and we appear a long-way from 
that yet. ° 

‘“‘It will not do to say devalution is 
merely recognition of an accomplished 
fact, since the pound {fs worth less than 
fifteen shillings today. Even this 
value we might put up with if it of- 
fered reasonable hope of permanancy; 
but it does not. Suppose the process of 
deflation were continued in America or 
that owing to further inflation in this 
conutry prices were forced above the 
prices in America, then gold would be 
¢xported. 

‘At the lower parity it would, of 
course, take less gold at exchange of 
$2.65 than at $4. to bring abcut an 
adjustment of relative values and re 
store the new parity, but if the differ- 
ence in prices were maintained or ex- 
tended by further inflation gold would 
continue to leave us with all the evils 
of uncertainty of exchange enhanced 
by fear that our stock of gold might 
prove. unequal to the strain. 

‘*A new parity of exchange could of 
course be fixed, but what then, Addis 
asks, becomes of stability. Cassel’s 

lan, he also urges, falls short in that 

t endeavors to uproot all our old tra- 
ditions, tramples on our monetary past 
and would have us cai ype the dearly 

urchased gold standard which we be- 
fave to be bound up with the prestige 
of our national credit and supremacy 
in international finance. 

‘He unhesitatingly ranges himself be- 
side Schuster, who would have us re- 
turn to the pre-war gold standard, no 
matter how long it takes to get there. 
Schuster’s view is that devaluation 
means default. He points out that we 
have promised to redeem the pound 
sterling in a certain weight of gold, and 
devaluation would mean that we were 
not meeting our sacred obligations in- 
curred during the course of the last 
century. 

“The mes ny of financiers and prac- 
tical bankers in this country are in 
agreement with these views. We shall 
make a great mistake, it is thought, if 
we endeavor to reconstruct our mone- 
tary affairs on the experience of recent 
years. ae conditions will pass, 
and we cannot hope to rebuild anew if 
we abandon our old gold standard. 

‘*The Cunliffe Committee on Cur- 
rency and Forei Exchanges came to 
the conclusion. that it was imperative 
that conditions necessary to the main- 
tenance of an effective gold standard 
should be restored. It has, however, to 
be remembered that this committee re- 
ported before the world chaos in ex- 
change became pronounced and before 
the great alteration in prices and im- 
mense inflation of foreign note issues 
added to the difficulties of the situa- 
tion. At the same time the views of 
individual members of the committee 
have not matertally changed since, as 
witness the keen opposition of Addis to 
the suggestion of devaluation.”’ 


HEADS SECURITY LEAGUE. 


S. Stanwood Menken Elected Presi- 
dent of Patriotic Organization. 


S. Stanwood Menken was elected Presi- 
dent of the National Security League 
at a meeting of the Directors held yes- 
terday at 17 East Forty-ninth Street.

Mr. Menken, a founder of the League 
in 1914, succeeds Charles D. Orth, who 
gave up the post because of pressure 
of personal affairs.

WASHINGTON, Nov The

later than 5 o'clock tomorrow afternoon, 
and to adjourn imme thereafte: 
until noon of Dec. 5, when the Congress 
will convene in regular session. The ma- 
jority leaders said tonight that the Dill 
as amended in conference and as agreed 
to by the House will pass the Senate by 
a large majority. 

Explaining the bill in its present form, 
in which it is expected to go to the 
President, Senator Penrose asserted 
that the conferees had arrived at a com- 
promise in the matter of income tax 
rates and that, while the 50 per cent. 
maximum surtax in the case of individ- 
uals had been accepted by the House, 
the Senate conferees had, in turn, ac- 
cepted the House rate of 1244 per cent. 
applicable to corporations. This reduc- 
tion from 15 to 1214 per cent., he as- 
serted, would reduce the burden on busi- 
ness and correspondingly reduce the rev- 
enue, in the first instance, by about 
$100,000,000 annually. 

“The lower rate,”’

diately 


added Senator Pen- 
rose, ‘‘ will be particularly reassuring to 
those public utility corporations and 
thousands of other corporations which 
are now earning only 3 or 4 per cent., or 
less, on the capitai invested.”’ 

Senator Penrose discussed in detail the 
various schedules as amended or ac- 
cepted by the conferees. These changes 
were made public last week. 

‘“* The revenue act of 1921,’’ said Mr. 
Penrose, ‘is a transitional or tempo- 
rary measure. It does not place the 
tax system on a stable or scientific 
basis. But it is better than the: law 
which it will supersede, because of the 
reduction of the tax burden and the 
technicai or administrative improve- 
ments which it affects. 

‘““It repeals outright transportation 
and miscellaneous sales or nuisance 
taxes which, in the fiscal year 1921, 
yielded $326,630,266, and it reduces taxes 
on soft drinks, admissions, candy, &c., 
which produced $196,482,943 in the fiscal 
year 1921, to an annual yield of. $127,- 
400,000. The miscellaneous consumption 
or sales taxes have been reduced in all 
$395,713,209, or, ignoring tobacco and al- 
coholic iiquors, by more than one-half. 
This alone would make the bill worthy 
of adoption. 

“It has been said that it is'a tem- 
porary measure. But nothing better 
than a temporary makeshift will be pos- 
sible until the people of this country 
give to the question of Federal taxation 
an amount and kind of study which it 
bas not yet received; until—in particular 
—the people become convinced of the 
sincerity and truth of the contention that 
the proposal to reduce excessive tax 
rates is not designed to relieve the rich 
and the profiteer, but to avert the 
breakdown of the income tax, unshackie 
business and increase the tax revenue. 

‘The Revenue act of 1921 is properly 
denominated ‘an act to reduce taxa- 
tion.’ The act as agreed to in conference 
will produce, it is estimated, $728,900,000 
less than the — law wowld produce 
for the first fiscal year during which it 
is “in full operation, and thereafter— 
when collections from the excess profits 
tax wholly cease—the annual reduction 
of the tax burden will be even greater. 

"The net change effected by the con- 
ference recommendations, however, is 
not great. The act as passed by the 
Senate would produce, it is estimate’, 
$3, 242,730,000 in the fiscal year 1922, and 
$2,717,280,000 in the fiscal year 1923. As 
agreed to in conference, it will, if 
adopted, yield $3,216,100,000 in the fiscal 
year 1922 and $2,611,100,000 in the fiscal 
year 1923. The net reduction caus93d 
by the changes made in conference 
only $26,630,000 for the fiscal year 1922 
and $106,180,000 for the fiscal year 1923. 

“These reductions are entirely con- 
sistent with a prudent and conservative 
financial program for the future. When 
the new revenue till was first presented 
to the Senate the estimates of expendi- 
tures for the fiscal year ending: June 
30, 1922, made it necessary to raise from 
internal taxes $3,272,000,000. Since that 
time, however, the estimates of expen- 
ditures have been decreased by one im- 
portant item and and increased -by an- 
other.

The only important section of the tax 
bill which will be put into force imme- 
diately on its becoming a law is that 
relating to the income tax, the other 
changes going into effect on Jan. 1 next. 
The present surtax rates will be con- 
tinued for this calendar year, the reduc- 
tions agreed upon by the House and 
Senate going into effect in the next cal- 
endar year and being reflected in the 
actual payments to be made by the tax- 
payers in 1923. 

The Senate, in executive session to- 
night. tried to clean the slate of Presi- 
dential nominations in preparation for 
the adjjournment, and more than 200 
nominations were confirmed. 

Another effort was made to confirm 
Major Robert G. Peck to be a Lieuten- 
ant Colonel, but an agreement was final- 
ly reached to allow this go to over until 
tomorrow. The nomination is opecnes 
principally by Kansas and Missouri 
Senators, who have pressed charges that 
while overseas with the Thirty-fifth 
Division he was accused of brutality 
toward soldiers and had made remariss 
reflecting on the Kansas division.

Continued Uncertainty in 


Stocks—Investment Bonds 
Again Very Strong. 


| With stock market prices still travel- 
ing in a circle, after the fashion of the 
| Jast week or more, the real signs of 
vitality were found again in yesterday’s 
bond market. Theat market plainly in- 

icated sustained interest by the in- 
vestor. and belief that the cost of money 
in the broad ficld of investment is still 
falling. Prices of United States war 
loans rose again yesterday, some of 
them touching the year’s high level; 
railway and industrial bonds scored 
further gains, and there were numerous 
notable advances in foreign Govern- 
ment securities. Bonds of the European 
| cities, in particular, went in most cases 
to the highest prices since the ‘early 
weeks of 1920 and 
the highest recorded prices. 

This present movement, which may be 
called the secondary response to the 
world-wide lowering of bank rates, open 
market money rates and interest rates 
on Exchequer bills of first-rate Gov- 
ernments, is much more impressive oc- 
| curring at just this time of year than if 
;it had occurred around the traditional 
| ‘‘ relnvestment period ’’ at the end of 
| December or the beginning of January. 
| It causes some wonder as to what will 
| be the character and scope of next 
investment market. In older 
periods of Wall Street’s history, a situa- 
| tion as now developing has 
| sometimes resulted in the floating of a 
huge mass of railway or industrial com- 
binations; at London it has sometimes 
been followed, a quarter of a century 
or more ago, by the introduction of 
new foreign loans on a scale of unprec- 
edented magnitude. The last-mentioned 
sequel would in some respects fit the 
logic of the present American and HBu- 
ropean situation. But events often take 
an unexpected turn under circumstances 
of this sort.

Unoertainties of the Market. 


While numerous specialties listed on 
the Exchange registered sharp advances, 
giving the market a firm appearance at 
times, the general movement of prices 
yesterday was greatly mixed. The de- 
clines were partly ascribed to sales for 
establishing loases to be charged against 
income tax returns, as the possibility 
that the new Revenue Dill will be 
signed by the President today, shortens 
the time in which such sales can be 
made.

Interborough Dividends. 


The testimony before the Transit 
Commission has revived recollections in 
Wall Street. In the Subway’s first three 
years, it paid no dividends. The In- 
terborough-Metropolitan Company was 
organized in 1906, to accquire possession 
of the Subway and of the street car 
lines. It was a product of that perlod’s 
imaginative finance, which believed that 
when a holding company could get con- 
trol, at whatever price, of two or more 
competing enterprises, all of those én- 
terprises would earn more money. The 
holding company got the Subway by of- 
fering Interborough shareholders twice 
the amount of their stock In 414 per 
cent. collateral trust bonds, which made 
the interest payment equivalent to a 9 
per cent. dividend on the old stock. The 
plan did not work well. Even in 1910, 
the Subway paid in dividends only the 
9 per cent. guaranteed to the bond- 
holders.

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COTTON ADVANCES 
IN ACTIVE MARKET 


Upward Movement Gathers Mo- 
menturn With Rise of 54 to 
61 Points—Exciting Close. 


The upward movement in_ cotton 
gathered momentum yesterday, with an 
, advance of 54 to 61 points during the 
session, Liverpool rose a cent, repeat- 
ing the advance of Monday and sent 
Noeral buying orders to New York. 
Trade and speculative operations in- 
creased in volume, more cotton chang- 
ing hands than in several weeks. Be- 
cause of the drastic nature of recent 
liquidation, buyers were compelled to 
pay advancing prices for purchases. 
Virtually the only selling came from 
those having profits on cotton bought 
at lower levels last week. ‘The South 
bought rather than sold. December ap- 
peared to be about liquidated, as sell- 
ing pressure in that position was unim- 
portant. Final trading was excited at 
the highest levels of the day. 
Liverpool again supplied the incentive 


for higher prices. December contracts 
advanced a cent on Monday, and a 
second cent was added to the price yes- 
terday. Besides the gain in contracts, 
spots advanced 188 points in two days. 
Private cable advices were that hedges 
in that market were being taken out of 
near and transferred to istant positions. 
As a result of better business in Man- 
chester, operations of this nature ran 
near months up sharply. On Friay De- 
cember in Liverpool sold 20 American 
points under May and yesterday i4 
points above May, a change of about 
three-quarters of a cent in two days. 
Strength abroad brought resumption of 
the recent buying movement in New 
York and New Orleans, with a con- 
tinuance of the advance. At first prices 
were only 10 to 20 ints up. Liquida- 
tion in December with pressure on May 
began early, but without depressing ef- 
fect on quotations. December sold even 
with January and only 3 points above 
March during the first hour. a 
Later in the morning large quantities 
of cotton were taken from the ring. 
Orders for more than 10,000 bales of 
January appeared around 17.50, but con- 
tracts were taken eagerly, failing to 
halt the upward movement. Demand 
for January became so general that 
January sojd 7 points above March. 
compared with 7 points under, last 
week. As the tone gathered strength, 
less December liquidation was seen, re- 
sulting in an increase in premiums. So 
few December contracts appeared for 
sale that December jumped 18 points 
above March. Although reactions be- 
came frequent, they failed to proceed 
far. Buying orders were met on every 
setback and each new buying movement 
pushed prices to higher levels. Soon 
after midday January sold half a cent 
above Monday’s:close. Outside demand 


continued to broaden, more cotton being | 


taken from the market than in a long 


time. 
As on Monday, a rise of half a cent 


ran the level to a point where more | 


contracts became available. This made 
the tone irregular. Early buyers took 


profit at the first sign of a reactionary | 
trend and this carried prices off 10 to 12 | 
But pressure was_ not | 
sufficient to start a substantial decline, | 


points quickly. 


and when buying was resumed, quota- 
tions recovered readily. With only one 
day more in which to liquidate December 
before notices are due on Friday, the 
action of that position suggested that 
long interests had been reduced to small 
proportions. Cotton has been going out 
of New York at a rate of 1,000 bales 
a day lately. This has reduced the 
stock more than 50,000 bales. 

At about 2 o’clock January reacted to 
17.60 and March to 17.56, prices reached 
on the advance three hours earlier. 
Trading was active but the tone uncer- 
tain. Suddenly the largest business of 
the session developed and for an hour 
cotton changed hands in steadily in- 
creasing lots at rising prices. Orders 
came from all directions, Wall Street, 
Western and Southern houses taking 
contracts at each advance. From time 
to time blocks of several thousand bales 
bought at lower levels were absorbed 
and new high records set. December 
rose above 18 cents, after selling at 16.15 
: week ago Saturday. . All months were 
in demand, May and July gaining about 
as rapidly as January or March. Jan- 
uary went 12 points above March. A 
rush of buying orders at the close ran 
January to 17.95, a gain of more than 
70 points for the day; May was at 17.60, 
a’ gain of 65 points. Considerable ex- 
citement attended the closing operations. 

Certificated stock decreased to 82,591 
bales yesterday. This compares with 
139,082, the high watér mark reached in 
August. Stock in licensed warehouses 
now amounts to 89,190 bales.

$7,500,000 FIRST COST 


OF SHUTTLE PLATFORM 


$3,000,000 More Would Equip 
River-to-River Carrier, Says En- 
gineer—Puts Fare at 21/2 Cts. 


Information as to the estimated cost 
and capacity of his purposed river-to- 
river moving platform under Forty-sec- 
ond Street, planned to articulate traffic 
on Manhattan’s north and south transit 
arteries and replace trolley cars on the 
surface, was given by Daniel L. Tur- 
ner, Chief Consulting Engineer of the 
Transit Commission, in an address to 
the Municipal Engineers of New York 
City at the Engineering Societies Build- 
ing last evening. Equipped with seats 
holding two persons, said Mr. Tuttle, 
the platform could carry about 32,000 
passengers per hour, the equivalent of 
the seating capacity of seventy-two ten- 
car subway trains. = 

‘Moving at nine miles an hour,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘ the platform would be as 
fast as the present shuttle from the 
Grand Central to Times Square, count- 
the present extra walking and the 
s on trains. The cost of construc- 
is estimated at $7,500,000, and that 
of equipment for operation $3,000,000. 
The operating cost on the basis of 15,- 
000,000 passengers per year would be 
$500,000, with an added $25,000 for each 
vdditional million. . : 

‘A fare of 214 cents would furnish 
sufficient revenue to support the plat- 


| form if 140,000 passengers (one-fifth of 


the present normal tratfic) were carried 
daily. With 250,000 passengers a day, 
or 85,000,000 a year, the platform could 
be run on a 134 cent fgre. There is no

NEW TRIAL IS GRANTED 
COHEN IN BAFF MURDER 


Justice Gavegan Says He Believes 
Life Priscner Was Convicted 
Throagh Perjury. 





A new trial for Joseph Cohen, con- 
victed of complicity in the murder of 
Barnet Baff on Nov. 24, 1914, in Wash- 


|ington Market, was ordered yesterday 


by Justice Edward J. Gavegan, of the 
Supreme Court, on the ground that the 
conviction was based, in part at least, 


; on perjured evidence. Joseph Sorro, one 


of the principal witnesses against Cohen, 
was convicted of perjury and is serv- 
ing a term of from ten to twenty years 
in Sing Sing prison. The appifeation 
for the new trial was the last of many 
efforts to save Cohen, whose original 
sentence was death, which was com- 
muted to life imprisonment by Gover- 
nor Alfred E. Smith. 

Cohen was one of the rival poultry 
dealers who were alleged to have joined 
in a conspiracy_to bring about the as- 

ssination of Baff and was the last 


sround that Sorro had recanted his 
original testimony, although he after- 
wards retracted his recantation. Judge 
John F. McIntyre, of the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions, made an investigation as 
a cominitting magistrate, the result of 
which was laid before Justice Gavegan. 
In his decision, Justice Gavegan said
